Bloom negative on 
fundamental school

Schools Supt 
Clarence Bloom has 
recommended against parent proposals 
for early implementation of a fundamen­ 
tal school concept in I aim po* Unified 
School District 


As disclosed in the school board 
agenda for consideration tomorrow. 
Bloom says " I would not recommend 
the establishment of a specific type of 
school at this time Nor would I recom 
mend th** displacement of students from 
a school area to accommodate a specific 
educational model in a given school I do 
not believe that the establishment of a 
particular school, fundamental or other, 
is in the best interests of the total com­ 
munity '* 


The recommendation comes on the 
heels of a final report by a citizen- 
educator committee that ended with the 
following ^-commendation 
"The com­ 
mittee recommends the consideration of 
alternate types of schools ( eg. from 
open structured education to fundamen­ 
tal schools • in accordance with student 
parent and staff educational beliefs as a 
desirable objective to supplement the 
present assignment of students " 


The committee recommendation, 
although not entirely clear seems to 
leave the door open for a fundamental 
sr ho*) I 
Bloom s final recommendation 
would seem to close the door 


Reaction to Bloom’s recommendation 
was swift 
Marcia Toomey, leader of 
Concerned Parents for Quality Educa­ 
tion. and proponents of the fundamental 
school concept, said “ This is what we ex­ 
pected We don t agree with the recom­ 
mendation ’’ 
In response to a question by this 
reporter Toomey said, "W e’ll go ahead 
wiih the recall move ** She said that her 
group would file the necessary papers 
for th** recall effort if SOS. or Save Our 
Schools coalition of parents did not

WASHINGTON (UPI* - Americans 
spend about IO per rent of their income 
for health care and hospital treatment 
costs more than three times as much as 
it did IO years ago according to a new 
government report 
The Vi hue House Council on Wage and 
Price Stability said Sunday in a staff 
report entitled The Problem of Rising 
Health ( are Costs that one reason costs 
are soaring is that the medical profes­ 
sion has monopolv-like control over ser­ 
vices and fees 
Since 1965 
it said 
the cost of an 
average hospital stay has soared from 
$311 to $1017 and the average fee for a 
doctor s office visit has jumped 53 per 
cent from $12 80 to $19 56 
Americans on the average now are 


spending about IO per cent of their in­ 
come for health care " the report said 
The 30-page study said I 5 doctors 
enjoy a noncompetitive status which 
allows them to diagnose the ailment, 
prescribe the treatment and set the 
price, while patients have little choice 
but to accept the decisions and the bills 
The nature and extent of services 
provided is usually determined by the 
physician in a transaction in which the 
patient is often a passive participant," it 
said 
The economic rewards for efficiency 
and cost-reducing innovation that are 
characteristic of our economic system 
seem to be lacking 
“ Any attempts to mitigate the rapid 
rise of inflation in health care must take 


account of these institutional peculiari­ 
ties ’ 
For the nation as a whole, it said, 
health care costs rose $15 billion from 
$104 billion in 1974 to $119 billion in 1975 
the largest one-year increase in 
history 
Nearly 40 per cent of these costs were 
paid by the government through such 
programs as Social Security, Medicaid 
and Medicare Nevertheless, said Coun­ 
cil director Michael Moskow, every 
American has felt the squeeze of higher 
prices for medical services and drugs 
The council made no re co m ­ 
mendations on how to deal with rising 
health care costs, but called its study 
the first step to improved dialogue and 
a better understanding of the problem ”

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Skirmish continues 
in data processing

The skirmish between County 
Grand Juror Scott Glenn, 
retired Santa Barbara busines­ 
sman, and county authorities 
over the critical Interim Grand 
Jury Report which Glenn drew 
up rapping the County Data Ser­ 
vices Division, is being inten­ 
sified with these new develop­ 
ments this week 
— County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson said 
Glenn s statement his Grand 
Jury probe of the Data Services 
Division was prompted by a 
remark by County Auditor- 
Controller Paul Floyd is 
‘ malarkey ” 
Glenn started his in­ 
vestigation of the county divi­ 
sion which is under Johnson s 
wing, well before Floyd’s state­ 
ment that Data Services offer 
to do a program for Floyd was 
tremendously more expensive 
than what a private firm would 
do the work for, Johnson 
claimed 
— But now it has been made 
known that if Glenn actually 
launched his intensive probe of 
Data Services on the basis of 
Floyd’s remark 
he did so 
without making sure that 
specifications were the same in 
the bids given Floyd Floyd was 
quoted as saying he was able to 
get a bid from a private firm to 
do work for $600 after Data Ser­ 
vices said the job would cost 
$12 OOO if the county's computer 
workers did the task Glenn 
said Floyd told him it was the 
"same thing" but Glenn didn t 
see the specifications 
Johnson and Data Services 
Division chiefs say they have 
been unable to get necessary 
details from Floyd’s office to 
determine the case 
The Grand Jury report by 
the county administration com 
mittee headed by Glenn 
charged the Data Services Divi­ 
sion was following old­ 
fashioned techniques and 
programs were obsolete and 
outmoded. 
although 
acknowledging the division did 
have the expertise to do a gtxid 
job 
It alluded to but didn t 
specify what was indicated to 
be encroachment by the 
auditor-controller’s office into 
the division s programs 
and 


recommended Johnson’s office 
have even more complete say 
about the division’s operation 
There were more assertions — 
many of which obviously have 
aroused the ire of Johnson and 
others responsible for Data Ser­ 
vices 
— The fuss over Data Ser­ 
vices will be carried on before 
the county's Ad Hoc Committee 
which also has studied the divi­ 
sion and has come to the same 
conclusion that Glenn has that 
the county's data services 
should not be contracted out 


— The indications now are 
that it will be "expert against 
expert when the committee of 
which Johnson is a member will 
meet again May 17 


Glenn said both he and the 
Grand Jury’s consultant on the 
Data Services report will be on 
hand at the Ad Hoc Committee 
meeting He characterized the 
consultant, David Kleinecke, as 
being "a genius" and "one of 
th#* foremost experts on data 
processing in the country " 
Glenn has said he leaned heavi­ 
ly on Kleinecke’s findings in 
drawing up the report 


It was learned Kleinecke 
was paid $2 OOO for his services 
Glenn said he felt Kleinecke’s 
bill was "cheap" in that he felt 
Kleinecke actually performed 
services worth "possibly 
$10 OOO or $12,000 "

Minnesota, where preliminary 
results of district caucuses 
favored President Ford 
However, those uncommitted 
delegates in Nevada and Ken­ 
tucky, no matter who they 
favor, will be bound for the ear­ 
ly convention ballots to the win 
ner of state primaries later, 
and that winner may be Ford 
At any rate, those gains and 
more will be wiped out in Penn­ 
sylvania where Reagan is not 
even contesting Ford in 
Tuesday's primary 
So Texas remains crucial to 
the former California gover­ 
nor's effort Reagan has vowed 
to remain in the contest until 
the convention in August, but if 
he loses Texas — where he 
started out a heavy favorite 
his campaign will have little 
meaning 
Ford stayed in Washington 
Sunday, but embarks on bls se­ 
cond Texas swing Tuesday. 
On the Democratic side, Pen­ 
nsylvania is crucial 
Henry 
Jackson had an early lead 
there, and if he wins the situa­ 
tion remains virtually un­ 
changed from the present Jim­ 
my Carter is still strong and 
could survive a Pennsylvania 
defeat, but Morris Udall would 
be crippled by anything but a 
win or a very strong second 
Most politicos agree that if 
Carter wins as he may. he will 
all but cinch a spot on the 
Democratic national ticket 
Jackson's strong organization

Carter after he sentenced her to 
35 years in prison He said he 
would reduce the sentence upon 
receipt of the center 's report 
Miss Hearst was convicted in 
connection with the Symbioncse 
Liberation Army robbery of a 
San Francisco bank in April 
1974 
The I S 
attorney who 
prosecuted her told a newsman 
during the weekend that he has 
received some death threats 
But. James L 
Browning Jr 
said. “ I’m not worried about 
my security 
I ve prosecuted 
some p retty dangerous 
people " 
Browning also said the ques­ 
tion still uppermost in many 
persons’ minds was whether 
Miss Hearst s kidnap was con­ 
trived He said he felt the ab­ 
duct ion was the work of the 
SLA alone — without her 
knowledge or help

JACKSON, Ga (UPI) - The 
shooting started in a used car 
lot in Florida 
When it was 
over, three persons were slain, 
14 wounded and the gunman 
dead by his own hand as police 
closed in 


Moses Pearson Jr., a black 
ex-convict who said “ white peo­ 
ple have all the big houses and 
big cars,’’ began his shooting 
rampage Saturday night, killing 
two people in Jacksonville, 
Fla , wounding seven others 
and fleeing with three young 
women hostages who later es­ 
caped 


He fled northward along 
Interstate 75 into Georgia, rob­ 
bing service stations and truck 
stops and wounding seven more 
persons and killing one 
Pearson shot L Dale Janda, a 
Bay Village, Ohio accountant 
and left him for dead along the 
roadside near Macon, Ga., seiz­ 
ing Janda’s car with his wife 


and two daughters inside 
Janda suffered only a minor 
wound 
Pearson, recently released 
from prison in Springfield, Mo,, 
was boxed rn by police about 40 
miles south of Atlanta as he 
pointed a pistol at the head of 
Janda’s wife. Dolores 
He 
pulled the trigger, narrowly 
missing Mrs Janda. and then 
turned the gun on himself 
“ He kept saying if he had to 
die, we’d die with him," said 
Jodee Janda, 16 
“ Then he 
started talking about his father 
and how blacks are deprived 
and can’t get ahead, and us 
whites have all the big homes 
and big cars." 
Jacksonville police said they 
suspect Pearson might have 
been involved in the killings of 
four elderly black men at a 
Jacksonville grocery store last 
Wednesday and the murder- 
robbery of a white truck driver 
a week and a half ago. 


Final arguments today 
in Soliah robbery trial 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) 
Steven Soliah has testified how 
his pity for Patricia Hearst 
grew into love, but now a jury 
will decide whether his emo­ 
tions turned him into a terrorist 
bank robber like his convicted 
lover 
The defense and prosecution 
in Soliah’s robbery trial present 
their final arguments today 
The case will probably be in the 
hands of the jury by Tuesday 
There were nearly four weeks 
of testimony in the $15,000 Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army-linked 
suburban Sacramento bank 
holdup in which Myrna Opsahi, 
42, the mother of four children, 
was shot to death 
If convicted of the April 21, 
1975. robbery. Soliah could face 
a possible maximum life prison 
term 
Under oath. Soliah said he fell 
in love with the gun-toting new­ 
spaper heiress, whom he first 
met in Berkeley. Calif. follow­ 
ing the May 1974 fiery shootout 
between Los Angeles police and 
the SLA 
“ I lived with her, I slept with 
her We had a close relation­ 


ship,’’ Soliah said 
ending 
months of speculation about his 
relationship with Miss Hearst, 
who has been convicted of tak­ 
ing part in a SLA bank robbery 
in San Francisco 
Miss Hearst and Soliah who 
shared an apartment, were 
arrested in San Francisco Sept 
18, along with SLA members 
William and Emily Harris 


Susan reigns

Susan Ford took up her reign as 
Queen of the 23rd International 
Azalea Festival Sunday in a 
downpour of rain, but the 
President s daughter kept smil­ 
ing for the crowd of 5,000 that 
turned out to greet her 
The skies cleared shortly 
after the ceremonies and Miss 
Ford got into the swing of the

plays 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President Ford said today 
America’s economic future 
“ looks brighter" each day But 
he accused Congress of drafting 
a federal spending blueprint 
that would ignite another in­ 
flationary cycle 
In an address prepared for 
delivery before the 64th annual 
LLS Chamber of Commerce 
convention, Ford said that 
despite growing signs of eco­ 
nomic prosperity the nation 
faces a “ tougher test’’ of 
sustaining the recovery that has 
begun and ensuring steady 
growth “ without starting ano­ 
ther cycle of inflationary boom 
that leads inevitably to another 
recessionary bust.” 
Ford denounced as “ decep­ 
tively dangerous” and a “ vast 
elect jon-year boondoggle" the 
so-called 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill which sets a national goal of 
reducing unemployment to 
three per cent over four years 
with federally-created jobs 
"How much all this would 
cost, how long such public 
payroll jobs would continue, 
what the added inflationary im­ 
pact would be, really defies 
rational calculation,” he said, 
adding that it would involve the 
federal government in unprece­ 
dented social and economic 
planning. 
Ford also criticized the $413 
billion federal budget proposed 
by the Democratic controlled 
Congress 
$17 billion higher 
than the one he proposed for the 
1977 fiscal year — as “ another 
blueprint for more Federal 
spending, bigger Federal 
programs, higher taxes and go­ 
ing deeper into debt 
“ If Congress has its way, 
there is every reason to expect 
that our present recovery will 
be followed by a new round of 
inflation and then another 
recession with higher unem­ 
ployment in the same old roller­ 
coaster pattern of the postwar 
years," he said. 


"The upcoming battle of the 
budgets is a crucial showdown 
and with the support of the 
American people I mean to 
fight it out if it takes all sum­ 
mer 
and more and more 
vetoes," he declared 


Court to rule 
on blacks in 
private school 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
On 
the heels of its decision en­ 
couraging housing integration 
rn the suburbs, the Supreme 
Court confronts the emotion 
charged issue of admitting 
blacks to white private schools 
In arguments Monday two 
northern Virginia schools are 
urging the justices to reverse 
$5,500 damage judgments 
against them for refusing ad 
mittance to black children 


The ultim ate decision, 
exper ted some time in June, is 
crucial for the private white 
academies which were organ­ 
ized following the Supreme 
Courts school desegregation 
decisions of the 1950s and 1960s 


The black patents invoked a 
civil rights law enacted after 
the Civil War to help wipe out 
the vestiges of slavery The law 
gives blacks the right to buy 
and sell property and to make 
contracts 
U S District Judge Albert V 
Bryan Jr of Alexandria and the 
4th U S Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals said an arrangement 
between parents and a sch<x>l is 
clearly a contract, and it cannot 
be denied on the basis of race 
atom* 
The lower courts relied on a 
1968 Supreme Court decision in­ 
terpreting the property section 
of the law in blacks favor 


"Somehow the Congressional 
majority still believes, if their 
budget can be our guide, that 
continued massive Federal 


deficits and borrowings need 
not be inflationary." Ford said 
“Perhaps now that the cost of 
livin g 
has 
stopped 


skyrocketing, what they are 
really telling us is that just a lit­ 
tle more inflation is good for 
you.” he said 
Israel forges ahead with 
economic austerity plans 


TEL AVIV. Israel (UPI) 
The Israeli government went 
ahead w,th plans for a con­ 
troversial economic austerity 
program today in defiance of a 
job slowdown by tens of thou­ 
sands of civil servants. 
The confrontation with the 
civil servants raised a new 
challenge for the Israeli gov­ 
ernment which has been 
troubled by months of Arab un­ 
rest, soaring inflation and an 
aid dispute with the linked 
States 
The Israeli cabinet voted Sun­ 
day night to abolish special 
allowances for one-third of the 
nation’s civil servants over two 
years, but the move was im­ 


mediately criticized by both 
supporters and critics of the 
benefits 
The 40,000 “ have-not” civil 
servants without allowances 
launched a three-day slowdown 
Sunday, demanding the elimi­ 
nation of the special increments 
in six months instead of two 
years. 
The 20,000 government work­ 
ers who have received the 
special benefits for the past 
three years were expected to 
launch a strike later in the week 
to protest the loss of their 
benefits. 
The $3 million a year in 
allowances, criticized by au­ 
thorities as a way to bypass 
Brown in outline 
of foreign policy 


B E V E R L Y HILLS, Calif 
(UPI) 
California Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr says as Presi­ 
dent he would rely less on 
military muscle and more on 
moral might to help the United 
States regain the “ ideological 
initiative’’ around the world. 
The “ native son” contender 
for the Democratic presidential 
platform chose a weekend din­ 
ner honoring California’s con­ 
gressional delegation to lay 
down the outlines of his foreign 
polic y campaign platform 
Brown. 38. urged Americans 
to reject the thinking of “ old 
men” like President Ford and 
Ronald Reagan, Brown’s pre­ 
decessor as governor, who he 
said thinks of power in terms of 
military might. 
As an alternative, the one­ 
time Jesuit seminary student 
offered his “ new spirit” of 
openness, honesty, confidence 
in the future and commitment 
to historic American principles 
“ I hear those two old men 
talking about whether we re 
No I or No 2 in the world, and I 
really think that’s beside the 
point,” Brown said 
“ In Vietnam we were very 
clearly No I 
We had more 
B52s than the other side We 
had more napalm and bombs 
We had more soldiers and more 
bullets and more missies 
We had more of everything 
except an idea that was ap 
propriate to the situation We 
had mon* of everything in a 
material, mechanistic sense 
But it wasn't enough and we 
lost that war because we were 
in the wrong place at the wrong 
tim** and for the wrong reason 
“ I don’t care how much those 
two characters argue about 
how many missiles we have in 
our silos or how much we rattle 


our sabres 
“ If we don’t have an idea that 
wins the minds and hearts of 
the people of this country and 
the respect of other countries. 
it s completely irrelevant.” 
Brown said the practice and 
projection around the world of 
the historic American princi­ 
ples of “ equality and self 
determination and reverence of 
life can once again win the 
respect of mankind 
“ That will be a power much 
greater than any number of 
bullets and missiles We have to 
have those too. but they are not 
enough ’’ 
Brown also warned that 
Americans must not adopt a 
double standard of morality for 
conduct 
“ What isn t right at home 
isn t right abroad,” he ex­ 
plained "If bribery is wrong in 
Washington it is also wrong in 
Japan and it is also wrong in 
Italy." 
Brown said the key foreign 
policy issue of the 1970s 
revolves around the question. 
“ What s going to happen to the 
human species '"

allow 


government wage freezes, in 
elude “ foot increments” for 
weary postmen and “ shame in 
crements” for tax collectors 
berated by the public.

MOSCOW (U PI) - Defense 
Minister Marshal Andrei A 
Grechko, who was largely 
responsible for building the 
Soviet Union into a military 
colossus, died suddenly Mon­ 
day, the government annnoun- 
ced 
Grechko, 72, tall and burly, 
had been defense minister since 
1967 and a member of the ruling 
Politburo since 1973 


His death was announced by 
Tass, the official news agency 
The Tass announcement said 
‘ Marshal Andrei Grechko, 
prominent figure of the Com­ 
munist party of the Soviet 
Union, outstanding Soviet sol­ 
dier, member of the Political 
Bureau of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party central Committee, 
twice hero of the Soviet Union, 
USSR defense minister sudden­ 
ly died today " 
Grechko was last mentioned 


publicly Frid ay, when he 
received a visiting military 
delegation from Mozambique 
No cause for his death was 
given 
Grechko, a soldier since the 
age of 16, commanded 3 5 
million men under arms, the 
largest military force in the 
world 
He said the first of the aging 
Kremlin leadership which has 
ruled this country for the past 
few years to die 
It was under Grechko's direc­ 
tion that the Soviet Union spent 
hundreds of billions of rubles on 
intercontinental missiles with 
multiple 
warheads, nuclear 
submarines fleets of bombers 
and a navy that ranged the 
worlds oceans 


He gave the country panty 
with the United States in most 
military fields and superiority

I was always vaguely troubled (waste not. want md) 
about the mayonnaise clinging to the beaters and mixing 
bowl after I had scraped all I could scrape into a jar 
While preparing lettuce for a salad it dawned on me that 
I could shred some lettuce into the bowl where the 
mayonnaise was made give the beaters a few turns and 
perhaps get to use every drop It worked When ma yon 
naise is made there is usually enough for a salad base or 
to add to a tossed salad

DEAR PO LLY — Since we are all trying to save in every 
way we can I want to send my special thanks to the reader who 
suggested giving clothes an extra spin before putting them in 
the dryer Even heavy bath towels are then thoroughly dried on 
only the 
no press” cycle 
To save fuel I have changed the way I do my laundry and for 
the most part find the new methods are actually easier than 
the old Even in matched sets the dryers hold larger loads than 
the washers do Most of us can save by dividing three washer 
loads into two dryer loads and save one complete drying cycle 
First launder the heaviest towels, etc and start them dry­ 
ing Next wash the “ in between * (cotton underwear, no iron 
linens, etc t Add about half of this washer load to the dryer 
When all are dried and the machine is empty start dry ing the 
remainder (rf the ‘ in-betweens 
Launder the 
no press’ 
clothes and add to the dryer Since I have never found a way to 
divide my laundry into less than three washer loads this is 
really a saver Of course, all the laundry is done in cold water 
While on the subject the only energy the next hint will save 
is your own frustration 
If you have tried practically 
everything advertised plus anything else you can think of and 
still have trouble with that "ring around the collar 
and 
dinginess, try an extra rinse between soak and wash cycles If 
you add bleach to the soak and borax to the wash you will be 
amazed at the results 
Collars also need the extra wash This worked on an old 
towel that was so dingy that for a year or so I had been using it 
as a bath mat It came out so snowy white that my good 
towels looked dingy by comparison-that is until they got the 
same treatment They were washed in cold water 
Most of the dirt that builds up in the bathroom sink is just 
toothpaste and soap scum Forget the cleanser and just take a 
wet, net covered sponge and scrub away You will be sur­ 
prised at the amount of suds you will raise and maybe even 
enough to clean some of the tile behind the sink You will have 
fewer suds and easier rinsing than when using a cleanser

The Postal S e rv ic e is 
caught. If it tries to save 
money by cutting back on un­ 
economical parts of its ser­ 
vice, then it will not get the in- 
creased federal subsidy 
desperately needed to meet its 
$3 billion deficit. 


Both chambers of Congress 
are considering legislation 
which would give the service 
$4 5 billion over the next three 
years, a IOO per cent increase 
in its subsidy, but only if the 
post office remains its out­ 
moded, inefficient self.

became an independent cor­ 
poration in 1970 with instruc­ 
tions to be self-supporting by 
1984, Congress retained for 
itself the role of policy-maker.

contacts with the natural gas magnates 
Dissatisfied with FRA S answers, 
Dingell dispatched a team of in* 
vestigators last month to set up an office 
within FRA itself The Congressional sl­ 
euths began interviewing officials and 
collecting documents in their locked of­ 
fice 
Their probing sent shockwaves 
through the upper echelons of the 
agency Two officials of the agency's 
“ Natural Gas Task Force,*’ executive 
director James Rubin and deputy 
general counsel Erie Fygi, huddled after 
hours to sift through documents that 
were supposed to be turned over to the 
Dingell investigators 
But instead of handing everything 
over, they stuffed some embarrassing 
evidence in the trash to keep it out of 
Dingell’s hands 
For example one damning memo, 
dated Dec 16.1975 began with a derisive 
comment about how FEA could “ shove it 
to Mr Dingell,' who was then leading 
the antideregulation fight on Capitol 
Hill The memo addressed to Rubin, 
was thrown out 
Two other memos, we written by FEA 
conservation expert Let1 James, and one 
wntten by Rubtn himself, were also dis­ 
posed of before the Dingell investigators 
could read them 
As it turned wit the committee stat 
fers were able to find duplicates of the 
discarded memos in other files 
Rubtn and Fygt both candidly admitted 
that they ‘’pitched” the documents and 
told us that they now regret their ac­ 
tions 
But now Dingell suspects that ad­ 
ditional documents may have been 
withheld from him For an internal FRA 
memo directed that all material relating 
lo FRA o*nta<ts with the oil and gas in- 
dust!) ta- harde arned to FRA general

Hie memo prompted at least jaw

over to the Dingell subcommittee He 
feared that Butler's office would 
“ sanitize" the materia) 
Butler’s office insists that the memo 
was intended only to expedite the flow of 
documents to Dingell 
But the Congressman remains uncon­ 
vinced of FF.A’s good intentions His in­ 
vestigators are now cheeking to see if 
any documents were destroyed by 
employes on weekends 
Our own investigation of FRA * ties to 
th*' oil and gas barons has turned up at 
least one disturbing link

Gas Association FRA officials admit

Dear Editor: 
Wouldn’t it have been better if 
Thalidimide had been considered "guilty 
until proven innocent” before it was ac­ 
tually proven guilty by disastrous con­ 
sequents? In Gaylyn Carpenter’s letter 
of 4/14, she feels that it is un-American 
to feel that way about nuclear accident. 
The Nuclear Safeguards Initiative 
(Prop 15) is only asking the industry to 
prove safety, and if nuclear reactors are 
as safe as the industry would like us to 
believe, then they should be able to prove 
it to “ the satisfaction of 2/3 of the 
legislature” within five years time. 
Gaylyn’s letter speaks of the nuclear 
safety record. To quote the nuclear in­ 
dustry “ there has not been a single in­ 
jury or death from a radiation accident 
to a member of the public from the 
operation of a commercial U.S. nuclear 
power plant.” Yet in 1961 at the Idaho 
Falls Sl-1 reactor, three workers died in 
an explosion of unknown causes and their 
hands and heads were so radioactive that 
they had to be dismembered and those 
parts buried with other radioactive 
wastes! Maybe workers are not con­ 
sidered “ public,” or an explosion is not a 
radiation accident, or maybe it was not a 
“ commercial” plant, but it shows how 
words can mislead and twist the truth 
when used by vested interests. 
Gaylyn speaks of European technology 
vs American technology We did put the 
first man on the moon, but we also 
burned up three astronauts by errors in 
our technology. Though tragic, that only 
affected three people, but a nuclear acci­ 
dent could affect hundreds of thousands 
and could contaminate miles of farm 
land for generations Speaking of Euro­ 
pean technology, at Windscale, England, 
a reactor malfunctioned spewing 
radioactivity and contaminating food 
and milk over a 400 square mile area All 
the reactors safety features failed. 
Shouldn’t we demand testing of ours by 
voting Yes on Prop is? Contamination of 
California agricultural land could have 
national or global impact. 
As far as nuclear energy answering 
our energy needs and making us “ energy 
independent" we are already Importing 
uranium from overseas, and our 
domestic supply is expected to last only 
30 to 50 years for the present amount of 
reactors In Jan 1974. there were 39 
operating civilian reactors but nearly 
one-third were closed for repairs at one 
time. And, according to an Atomic 
Energy Commission report, during a 17- 
month period beginning Jan 
1972, 
American reactors experienced 850 
safety related abnormal occurrences. Is 
that a dependable answer7 
Opponents to Prop 15 believe that 
nuclear energy is our only hope It takes 
from five to IO years to build a nuclear 
reactor yet many scientists believe that 
we could perfect solar energy in that 
much time if we put the time and money 
into it. Yet the Energy Resource 
Development Administration (ERDA) 
with over 7.000 employes has only 49 peo­ 
ple working on alternatives ERDA is 
spending $2 billion on nuclear energy yet 
less than one-tenth of that is spent on 
alternatives Priorities7 The reason we 
have not perfected alternative energy 
when we have the technology to put a 
man on the moon is because we haven’t 
bothered We have the ability now to 
make methane gas from our only grow­ 
ing resource, garbage, but we instead fill 
up our valleys with it or dump it into the 
waterways Priorities7 
This issue is so serious, we need more 
people with Gaylyn Carpenter's concern, 
hut we also need more facts and infor­ 
mation 
Democracy is the American 
way. but for democracy to work, the peo­ 
ple who rule (vote) must be informed in 
order to vote wisely.
